Captain C h a rle s M. Lockwood, 93, 
last member of the “Last Man's 
Club,” an organization of M innesota 
civil war veterans, who participated 
in the battle of Gettysburg, died re­ 
cently at the M innesota soldiers’ 
home hospital. Minneapolis. 
One of the first to answer Presi­ 
dent Lincoln’s call for 75,000 vol­ 
unteers in 1860, Captain Lockwood 
with 34 other veterans formed the 
club at Stillwater, Minnesota, July 
21, 1885, the anniversary of the bat­ 
tle of Bull Run. 
At the first reunion a bottle of 
wine was set aside to be opened by 
the last surviving member.

Drinks Final Toast 
Five years ago, July 21, 1930, Cap- I 
tain Lockwood carried out th a t cere­ 
mony, at the old Sawyer House In 
Stillwater, scene of the first m eet­ 
ing. Thirty-four chairs, all but one 
draped in black, were placed around • 
the reunion table, 
Lockw’ood arose, took one sip of,

A year after the last meeting of 
the 
Last M ans Club”—May 24, 
1931, Captain Lockwood visited G et­ 
tysburg and toured the battlefield 
It wax his first visit here since 1913 
when he participated in tile fiftieth 
reunion of the Blue and the Gray. 
Captain Lockwood was one of the 
few* members of the “Last M an’s 
Club” w ho did not participate in the 
battle of Gettysburg, but he was 
with them at Bull Rim and in the 
W ilderness campaigns.

PREMIER OF 
CHINA SHOT 


Three 
Other 
Officials 
Also 
Wounded; Would-be Assas­ 
sin Is Slain. 


Nanking, China., Nov. I (AP).—A 
Chinese assassin shot Premier Wang 
Ching Wei and three other officials 
Thursday and was shot and killed a 
few moments later in the resulting 
confusion. 
The 50year-old premier and his 
right hand man, Tseng Chung Min, 
vice-minister for railways, were se­ 
riously wounded. 
Tile two other men wounded were 
Chang Chi. former president of the 
judicial Yuan, and Kan Hai Kuang. 
chief of the political bureau of Gen­ 
eralissimo Chiang Kai-Shek’s head­ 
quarters and also vice-minister of 
the interior. 
Premier Wang was removed im­ 
mediately after the shooting to the 
Central hospital, where attendants 
said he was “resting easily.” 
The condition of the other two 
officials was not made known im­ 
mediately. 
The attempted assassination of 


the premier cast a dark pall over the 
future of Sino-Japanese relations. 
Wang, as minister of foreign af­ 
fairs and chairman of the executive 
Yuan, held a position second only 
to that of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek. 
The premier has been 
regarded as the main prop for the 
pro-Japanese clique in the Chinese 
national government. 
Immediately after the shooting, 
which occurred as the officials were 
posing with others for a group pho­ 
tograph in front of the Kuomintang 
headquarters, speculation was rife 
in political circles that the attempt 
on the premier’s life was possibly the 
first blow of proponents of Chinese 
resistance against Japan. 
This anti-Japanese element has 
become increasing vocal recently, 
with Japanese pressure growing in 
north China.

Former Mayor of New York 
Given Tumultous Welcome 
On Return to ll. S. 


New York, Nov. I. (AP). — Wel­ 
comed by the Broadway faithful, 
James J. Walker, strangely nervous 
and uncertain, came back from exile 
Thursday to tile town he deserted 
under fire three years ago. 
The trip down the bay of tile liner 
M anhattan, which brought Walker 
and his wife, the former Betty 
Compton, of the stage, over from 
Europe, was a noisy procession to 
the Chelsea piers. 
Unable To Hold Crowd 
The few police on the pier were 
inadequate to hold the crowd. 
So 
terrific was the jam around Walk­ 
er’s stateroom that the combined ef­ 
forts of three husky bodyguards, five 
policemen, a police captain and ship 
line officials were required to extri­ 
cate tile Walkers and push them up 


a back companionway. 
The fonner mayor in d his wife 
narrowly escaped injury as they 
stepped from the gangplank to the 
pier. 
Bo great was the pressure of 
the crowd behind them that a score 
of men and women were hurled 
down the gangway steps to the pier 
floor. 
None, apparently, was seri­ 
ously hurt. 
Women Trampled Outside Pier 
Several women were trampled in a 
rush of the crowd of several thou­ 
sand outside the pier shed when 
Walker’s automobile appeared. Be­ 
hind a motorcycle escort, Walker 
was taken uptown to his hotel, 
where a shouting, whispering crowd 
greeted him again. 
Many smartly-dressed men and 
women stood for more than an hour 
in a drizzling rain for a sight of 
“Goodtime Jimmy" and his wife 
Bodyguards made an aisle through 
the crowds in the lobby to hustle the 
former Mayor and Mrs Walker into 
an elevator. 
No Political Arrangements 
Amid a welcoming hubbub aboard 
the Manhattan. Walker said he had 
made no political arrangements, but 
left the door open to future public 
service. 


Speaking with emphatic nods of 
his head, Walker declared: 
“I don’t want to say I wouldn’t ac­ 
cept something if it turned up. 
I 
can’t say what I might do a year or 
five years from now. 
“Right now, though, all I want 
are two seats on the aisle in New 
York. 
“I hope to resume my practice of 
law in as quiet, peaceful and re­ 
munerative a manner as I know. 
“It’s just 'Mister’ Walker from 
now on.’’ 
Mrs. Walker, smart in a gray 
caracul coat and gray hut with a 
red feather, deliberately kept in tile 
background. 
"It’s Jimmy’s day,” she said. 
“I 
want him to have all of it.” 
Among those to whom Walker 
waved his hat was John P. Curry, de­ 
posed leader of Tammany Hall, but 
the Hall was conspicuously absent in 
the formal welcoming ceremonies.

They also were required to sur­ 
render the “labor-defense” medals 
they wore.
